‘Kurt Cobain display banned from Festival of Trees

KK" Cobain may have been a 
teenage icon, but he was no 
Kris Kringle. At least, that seemed 
to be the message that a Festival of 
Trees organizer was trying to get 
across last week when she banned 
a display featuring a photo of the 
late rocker from the exhibition 
floor. 

Christine Kraychy, a custom brid- 
al designer and the creator of the 
controversial work, is upset over 
the decision. 

“They felt it wasn’t appropriate 
for their theme,” said Kraychy, 31, 
adding that one spokesperson told 
her that the display would alarm 
small children. 

“It was very subtly done,” said 
Kraychy of her display. “There was 
no nudity. There’s no violence or 
anything.” 

The festival's chairwoman, Patti 
Meekison, who made the decision to 
remove the display, did not like the 
morbid connotations of Kraychy’s 
work. oe ae 


Symbol of death 


“It has a symbol of death in it,” 
she said. “It’s rather funereal-look- 
ing. I had so many people come 
and talk to me about it. And when 
I looked at it and saw what was on 
it, | didn’t think it was appropriate 
for the festival.” 

But Meekison’s rationale doesn’t 
sit too well with Kraychy, who won 
third place last year for an exhibit 
entitled “Mother Earth.” 

“She made her judgement, in- 
stead of seeing it as an art form,” 
retorted Kraychy. “If you didn’t 
know who that man was, would 
you see it as funereal?” 

To people unfamiliar with the 
history of Kurt Cobain, who led the 
Seattle-based grunge band Nirvana 
to superstardom via their hit 
“Smells Like Teen Spirit” in 1992, 
the exhibit, dubbed “Father Christ- 
mas,” might appear harmless.

Meekison to 
withdraw the 
entry from the 
festival, which 
ran Dec. 1-4 at 
the Convention Centre. 

“I saw a picture of a man who 
commited suicide,” said Meekison. 
“I couldn't see that there was a 
really positive aspect. And I cer- 
tainly haven't pulled anything else.” 

The organizer said that this was 
the first time in the festival’s 10- 
year history that a work had been 
banned from public viewing. Meek- 
ison said that the rest of Kraychy’s 


shows 


exhibit, a Christmas tree decorated 
with hearts and bows resembling 
male and female chromosomes, 
complete with a heart-shaped base 
made from crushed velvet (and 
sporting angelic silhouettes traced 





from Nirvana's album /n Utero), 
was allowed to stay on the floor 
during the festival's four-day run. 


Discredit 


But Kraycky felt that the consol- 
atory gesture was damaging to her 
integrity. “They left half the exhibit 
and that really puts a discredit to 
my name,” she said.

Initially, a Festival of Trees 
spokesperson asked that Kraychy, 
a Nirvana fan ever since she was 
exposed to the band’s hype in Los 
Angeles two years ago, use a differ- 
ent paternal figure.

She also added that she received 
praise for the originality of her work 
when she initially set it up at the

Before the war, this factory com- 
plex was one of the largest 
producers of leather goods in Yu- 
goslavia. I bought a really good 
jacket there. Now, it is a weapons 
factory, producing small arms. 

Having this factory literally right 
next door to us always worried me, 
because it is a legitimate military 
target for the Bosnian Serb Army 
and we were in easy range of their 
artillery. As you may have seen on 
the news, my fears were realized 
recently when rockets the Serbs 
say were meant for the factory dam- 
aged the Canadian compound.

Laurence Surtees. The present war 
for supremacy in the interactive 
technology market, claims Surtees, 
is no less fierce than earlier bat- 
tles, and the results may have 
grave consequences for Canadian 
sovereignty. 

Quoting CRTC Vice-Chairman 
Louis “Bud” Sherman in a recent 
interview, Surtees said “Telecom- 
munications isn’t just about phone 
calls... it’s the strategic resource of 
the information age.” The author 
added that if there is a relinquish- 
ing of control over multimedia 
assets, it might be necessary to con-

Wire Wars, a successor to Sur- 
tees’ first book, Pa Bell: A Jean de 
Grandore and the Meteoric Rise of 
Bell Canada Enterprises, chroni- 
cles the Canadian experience in 
telecommunications in a complex 
but very readable story. A reporter 
on telecommunications and tech- 
nology for the Globe and Mail’s 
Report on Business, Surtees re- 
ceived a National Newspaper Award 
for business in 1993, as well as the 
Canadian Business Telecommuni- 
cations Alliance journalism award. 

His background and gift for clear 
concise writing are evident (and 
necessary) in his latest work, which 
begins with a chronology and a 
two-page translation of abbrevia- 
tions. Surtees has a facility for 
making the dense masses of names 
and facts gleaned from corporate 
insiders understandable, although 
some re-reading and reference to 
the abbreviations table is required. 

His examination of the history of 
telecommunications in this country, 
as well as the fierce corporate strug- 
gles waged for control of the industry, 
reads like a history of the Hundred 
Years War, complete with seiges, 
pitched battles, and abject capitula- 
tions. It traces the genesis of the 
conflict in Canada to the founding of 
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take what we are given for accom- 
modation. 

One Canadian company of in- 
fantry or squadron of armored cars

Sales all gravy for ree chip artist

Db" George works with com- 
puter chips, electronic wiring, 
and hard drives. 

No, he is not a repair technician. 
He is actually an artist who uses 
these materials to make unique jew- 
elry and sculptures. Collecting 
discarded computers, television 
sets, VCRs, and other electronic 
devices from friends, repair shops, 
and around his home in St. Albert, 
George creates pieces that are in- 
tricate, and, due to the scarcity of 
some parts, often one of a kind. 

Seventeen-year-old George got 
started on his creations back in 
high school, when he would take 
apart disk drives and computers to 
experiment with the shapes and 
styles he could_create from their 
innards. The results are as varied 
as tetrahedron pendants shaped 
out of computer chips, to sculp- 
tures of bizarre creatures and 
planets made out of larger parts. 


Moving parts 


“[ have some basic things I make, 
so I look for certain components 
for those ones. I look at other piec- 
es and take them apart and see if 
they inspire me, if I can see shapes 
that something wants to be and 
then add the rest around it,” he 
says. In addition to electronic com- 
ponents, George enhances some 
of his designs with Lego, colored 
marbles, moving parts, and flash- 
ing lights. 

Besides being an artist, George 
has recently stepped into the role of 
entrepreneur. “People kept telling 
me ‘You should go into business, 
this is so cool.’ This last summer I 
decided that I didn't feel like getting 
a real job, so I decided to start my 
own business,” George explains. 

George calls his business 
Electronic Ouroborus. “The 
Ouroborus,” George explains, 
“originates from Greek mythol- 
ogy. It was the Greek world 
serpent which circled the Earth 
and helped keep it together. The 
Electronic Ouroborus is the com- 
puter, the computer networks and 
electronic things. They circle the 
Earth and keep everyone together, 
everything functioning in sort of a 
semi-unity,” he says in his charac- 
teristically soft-spoken — yet 
thoughtful manner.

he Christmas blockbuster for 

the season at the Citadel is 
the large-scale Meredith Will- 
son musical, The Music Man, 
running at the Shoctor stage 
until Jan. 15. 

The Broadway hit opened in 
1957 and starred Robert Pres- 
ton, who later made it a tour de 
force in the movie that opened 
inthe early ‘60s. Remember the 
song “76 Trombones?” The pro- 
duction helped revive musicals 
as a form of entertainment when 
it opened in New York. It takes 
place in River City, lowa in 
1912, before World War I, when 
innocence and ignorance ran 
rampant in small towns across 
the land. 


Hearts and wallets 


Albert Schultz, now starring 
in TV's Side Effects, plays the 
lead role of Harold Hill, a con 
man who breezes into small 
town America to win the hearts 
and wallets of puritanical folk. 
A former regular on the CBC’s 
Street Legal, Schultz co-hosted 
the 1994 Gemini Awards and 
has appeared in such film and 
television productions as Un- 
der My Skin andI Love AMan In 
A Uniform. 

He's also no stranger to the 
stage, having played roles in 
Shakespeare works like Twelfth 
Vight, Romeo and Juliet, and 
King Lear at Stratford and the 
lead role in Hosanna at the 
Grand Theatre. In Edmonton, 
he’s played the Citadel a half- 
dozen times, acting in such 
productions as She Stoops to 
Conquer, The Two of Us, A Mid- 


summer Night's Dream andThe 
Crucible 

Starring opposite Schultz is 
Jennifer Wigmore as Marian 
Paroo, the 25-year-old spinster 
that falls for Harold. Jennifer is 
a local actress who can belt out 
a tune or subtly win over in 
ballads while emoting the right 
flavor. Bill Webster, known for 
the last five seasons as states- 
man in anumber of roles at the 
Citadel, plays the mayor of Riv- 
er City. 

With 52 in the cast (24 of 
them children), it could be easy 
to get lost in the shuffle, but in 
interviewing actors Webster and 
Wigmore, their response was 
not so. Director Robin Phillips 
has honed memorable perform- 
ances, no matter how brief their 
lines may be on stage 


Family Ties 


Phillips has decreed that his 
last season be a year of family 
ties. My question to both actors 
was: What message can The 
Music Man, which won three 


Tony awards in its heyday, pro- 
vide us these days? 
“It's a wonderful, heartfelt 


and optimistic show,” said Web- 
ster. “It tells a very affecting 
and telling story about a man 
who comes into a small town 
that is rather closed and cold. A 
town that has certain ideas 
about proper behavior. Harold 
Hilt represents a different way 
of looking at the world and ex- 
pressing oneself as opposed to 
a rigid, upright way of life.” 
“The show is basically about 
people caught in traps and not 
being able to see anyway out of 
it,” adds Wigmore. “It gets to 
the point that they don’t know 
they're in a trap anymore. Ha- 
rold comes in and shows them 
the way out of their ways and 
gets them living again. That's

the real message of the play and 
it will appeal to everyone, be- 
cause it is a very simple 
message.” 

There are a lot of similarities 
in this piece between Edmon- 
ton and River City at the time 
the play takes place. Back in 
1912, there was a huge real es- 
tate boom in Edmonton. There 
was an air of optimisim and 
impending change. The city of 
Strathcona had been incorpo- 
rated into Edmonton. There 
were street cars, big brick build- 
ings and a symphony. Webster 
feels that both towns were very 
similar in mindset during that 
era. Even now, the play can car- 
ry out the message that too 
much control can sap the spirit 
from a town. 


“I'm convinced that usually 
government and the moral right 
do gbings, because it’s gas bad 





their pettiness. The mayor is a 
typical two-faced politician. A 
series of scenes deal with a lisp 
that Marian’s younger brother 
Winthrup has to deal with and 
the taunting he endures for 
being “different.” 

Both Wigmore and Webster 
worked together in last season’s 
riveting version of Our Town. 
In feeling the similarities in eras 
and moralities, would it be un- 
nerving Or emotional for both 
actors to revisit? 

“The pieces were completely 
different,” said Wigmore. “But 
I feel the people of that time 
knew more than we do. Look, 
we've buggered it all up, not 
only in this country but in the

world. We cannot blame any- 
body but ourselves. But if you 
look at 1912, they found pleas- 
ure in the simple things of life.” 

“There is a real painting of 
American Gothic in both pro- 
ductions — which has been 
satirized a lot — in which 
the work ethic was highly in- 
stilled,” added Wigmore. 
“There wasn’t time for art or 
sentiment. I prefer playing 
eras prior to World War I; 
the characters in both plays 
still feel like us today and 
are recognizable by audienc- 
es not well versed in history. 
But the world changed so 
dramatically after the two 
World Wars.”

Ooops. She's pregnant. He's not. And 
Hollywood isn’t going to bail them 
out, 

Linda Griffiths (the star of the hit 
one-woman production Maggie and 
Pierre) created The Darling Familyasa 
two-hander on Toronto’s Theatre 
Passe Muraille stage. Much of that 
staginess is still evident in its transi- 
tion to screen. Actors have dialogues, 
monologues, and verbalized inner 
monologues built into their lines. 
Sometimes distinguishing between 
them is impossible but, surprise!, 
rookie film director Alan Zwieg makes 
itwork. Communication between the 
two very stressed characters scares 
the hell out of you, because the line 
separating what’s being said and 
what's being thought defies certainty 
— at least for a time. Only we know 
how close these characters get to ei- 
ther conciliation or annihilation. In 
rollercoaster fashion, Zwieg has Gerald 
Packer’s camera sweeping and zoom- 
ing, jerking and cutting. 

“She” (neither character is named) 
is in her late 20s or early 30s,a woman 
of unknown profession or ambition, 
upper middle-class in appearance, 
spiritual in nature. She regresses into 
past lives, consults tossed pennies, 
bathes in sweetgrass smoke and 
clutches crystals. These icons of scat- 
tered disciplines do little to alleviate 
the suddenly tangible possibility of 
motherhood. Joy and fear mingle in 
equal parts. 

“He” is a conundrum, a pragmatic 
artist in his late 40s about to launch 
into his final huzzah for the big time 
He's lived a teenage dream straight 
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into the lower middle class and he 
desperate to a point of sensibility 
Artistic freedom means sticking to thy 
agenda. Fatherhood isn’t the immor 
tality that he wanted until he suffer 
chest pains. Life and death collide i, 
his soul, 

“Tell me what you're thinking,” pe; 
vades the text and theme. And som: 
times they do. The result is a heart 
breakingly credible portrait of an ur 
expected decision in the making. 

Griffiths opted to act in the scree 
version of her creation “She.” “He” 
British actor Alan Williams, a play 
wright of some stature in his ow 
right. Though neither performance 
stellar, the script is strong enough ( 
the characters to shine, Griffiths’ b: 
ing the brighter of the two. 

Sadly, I've noticed a trend in wr 
ers who act. They want to weigh ea 
word with the same intensity as it 
written counterpart. Alan. Zwic 
couldn't break them of their nasi 
habit. And chances are, Griffiths 
Zwieg and Hadley Obodiac, as pr 
ducers, felt compelled to expand 
one-hour script into a more traditior 
feature lengt » (86 minutes).

Qe was outlawed by Oliv- 
er Cromell during his reign as 
“Lord Protector of England” dur- 
ing the mid-to-late 17th century, 
because he considered the fes- 
tivities surrounding religious 
holiday to be frivolous, trivial 
and ungodly.

few years back, it would have 

been difficult to imagine that a 
musical act performing in a lan- 
guage spoken by fewer than 12,000 
people world-wide would ever find 
themselves signed by a major label. 
Yet for Innu band Kastin, who play 
the Jubilee Auditorium Dec. 14, 
their signing by the Sony label 
seemed to be the next natural step 
ina career that has already brought 
them international acclaim. 

“Certainly the challenge is big- 
ger,” explained Florent Vollant, one 
half of the duo that also includes 
Claude McKenzie. “But we just con- 
tinue what we did before. Our work 
and our feeling and our music are 
not different — maybe they can 
simply reach more people.” 

Both Vollant and McKenzie hail 
from the small Quebec reserve of 
Maliotenam, 800 kilometres north 
of Montreal. Beginning in 1984, 
the two began to perform and write 
together. By 1989, they had record- 
ed their self-titled debut album, 
which went on to sell a 260,000 
copies around the world. Its suc- 
cess still bemuses Vollant. 

“I don't know if it was just that it 
fit people's idea of what world beat 
was — and world beat was becom- 
ing very big,” he explained. “Or 
maybe it’s just that people have a 





more open mind to native music 
than they did in the past.” 


Northern Exposure 


Kashtin (Innu for “Tornado”) has 
received praise from artists like 
Robbie Robertson, who recently 
included the title track from their 
latest album Akua Tuta (“Take 
Care”) on his record The Native 
Americans. Their music has also 
been featured on such TV shows as 
Northern Exposure. 

Increasingly, their songs are also 
being heard and enjoyed by a more

form in a language few of their fans 
can understand. Vollant explains 
that they never made a conscious 
decision to perform in Innu. It just 
happened. 

“There was no choice to be 
made,” he said. “Innu is our lan- 
guage and it seemed perfectly 
natural that we would perform us- 
ing it. We never thought not to.” 

Although they did not set out 
specifically to preserve the lan- 
guage, Vollant is pleased at the 
possibility that their music might 
inspire some young people to use 
and retain their native language. 
But he is quick to stress that their

Andadas 
(Green Linnet/Xenophile) 


Haunting, passionate and imaginative mu- 
sic from a group that has long been one 
of the mainstays of South American and 
Andean music. The folk elements that for 
years have formed the solid foundation of 
the group’s style are joined on this effort 
by noticeable elements of jazz and con- 
temporary roots fusions and show that 
while Inti-Illimani have a pretty significant 
pile of laurels to rest on, they are still 
setting out on other, perhaps less-trav- 
elled musical paths. The Andean pipes are 
still there, although less in evidence than 
on previous outings; and there’s a choral 
component (especially on El Equipaje del 
Destierro), that evokes a distinct religious 
feeling, one that is, surprisingly perhaps, 
quite entrancing. 

The percussive underpinnings have 
been reinforced; terse where needed, ex- 
pansive and joyful where required. In Tata 
San Juan especially, Mexican guitar sounds 
play atop charango and dulcimer 
progressions which are touchingly 
complimented by vocals, guitar and bomba 
excursions that result in a literal essence 
of Latin American string sound. On Cueca 
de la Ausencia, jazz insinuates itself beau- 
tifully into a Latin American poetic jour- 
ney of heart and soul; and on Mulata, the 
percussion drives a strong but gentle 
rhythm that tangibly embraces the listener.

This record’s got the strangest blues- 
country twang that seems to go down 
awfully well with the amber nectar, But 
this isn’t a Canadian Molson’s basement- 
party-piss-up kind of drunk.

Recorded in Memphis by Berman and 
friends Steve Malkmus, Bobby 
Nastanovich and Stephen West (yes, you 
do recognize the names.

Comet, and the Pale Horse Riders, the 
Silver Jews are oft-referred to by us 
critic-types as a “Pavement side project”), 
the record is as smooth as silk, yet as 
organic as Mr. Daniel’s first moonshine 
cup. Berman's lyrics are as oblique as 
Malkmus, his close friend. In fact, he 
seems to want to outdo the Pavement 
singer's infamous weirdness. On “Advice 
to the Graduate,” Berman offers us this 
nugget of wisdom: “on the last day of 
your life, don’t forget to die.” And he 
magically merges country and gospel 
themes into a crazy lo-fi parody of Jesus’ 
life and the effect it has on a bible- 
thumpin’ southerner. Berman calls the 
track “Rebel Jew.” (“He was a rebel Jew, 
he was a rebel Jew, and he died for you 
— and your sins.”) | call it godhead. 

The record is crazy, yet sleek. Oblique, 
yet as familiar as an ol’ cheatin’ and hurtin’ 
bluegrass standard. If you're a fan of any 
of the twang of Pavement’s Crooked Rain, 
Crooked Rain (a title which was suggested 
to Malkmus by Berman, for all you trivia 
buffs) you simply must have Starlite Walker 
as a companion piece.
